Julius Bartels searched a moment for the right words: 


"We set out traps for nature. Then when nature does 


something, we often learn her secrets." 


To Bartels, professor of geomagnetism at the University 


of Goettingen, this was the essence of the IGY, the 18- 
month International Geoghysical Year which just ended. 


It brought the greatest single hunt in history for knowl- 


edge—about earth, sun, weather, and the- new province of 
space into which humans are eagerly reaching. 


The traps for nature were tended by 30,000 scientists and 


volunteers from 66 nations in a huge cooperative effort. 


Now the traps are sprung. Nature is yielding a treasury 


of secrets, some of them totally unexpected. 


The full wealth of meaning and significance, however, 


must await months or years while scientists analyze the 
literally millions of observations concerning weather, 
gravity, electrical phenomena, and other forces and events 
affecting the destiny of the 
earth and its people. Practi- 
cal benefits are bound to come 
from IGY. 


The sun, our life-giving star, 


was one main focus of IGY. 


For every minute of 
18 


months, the sun was held un- 
der constant patrol watch by 
100 observatories around the 
world, to count Its stormy sun- 
spots, record its

McCarthy! Strange as it may 
seem, the so-called liberals! 
In the senate

term in the 
senate — are

adopting this week the very 
same argument he made, 
namely, that the senate is not 
• continuing body. 


Expediency is the reason. 


The northern senators who 
want to change the rules to 
curtail filibusters — aimed 
principally at civil rights leg- 
islation—do not have enough 
strength to muster a two-, 
thirds vote 
as the 
present 


rules require.. They seek the 
right, therefore, to gag the; 
senate by means of a 51 per| 
cent majority vote. Tlie south-j 
ern senators who voted against 
McCarthy are consistent to- 
day, for they hold that the 
senate is a continuing body 
and its rules can be changed 
only by a two-thirds vote. 


Logically the liberals, on 


the other hand, in their insist- 
ence that the senate is not a 
continuing 
body, 
ought to 


adopt a motion to expunge 
from the records of the senate 
their vote, which said that 
McCarthy should be censured 
for refusing to testify before a 
senate committee during his 
previous term of office. 


Challenged Senate 


Actually, he had been elect- 


ed by the people of Wisconsin 
after those charges were fully' 
aired, and, when he took his 
oath as a senator in January, 
1953, for 
a new 
term, he 


challenged the senate to ask 
him to stand aside while it in- 
vestigated any charges. This! 
the senate did not do, but two j 
years later, when there was j 
an acrimonious fight against; 
the Wisconsin senator on oth- 
er grounds, the failure to testi- 
fy in 1952 was trumped up as 
an excuse to censure him. 


Another Wisconsin senator, 


the elder LaFollette, once had 
also refused to testify before 
a senate committee, but noj 
action was taken against him, j 
although he openly challenged' 
the senate to do so. 
i 


There was another count on 


which the senate voted against 
McCarthy, and this did occur! 
within "the term that began in j 
1953. It concerned some un-l 
complimentary remarks 
he j 
made about his fellow sena- 
tors, but, oddly enough, this 
was the first time the senate 
ever voted censure for com- 
ments by one senator about 
another. This had always 
been regarded as the right of 
free speech. 


It is interesting to reread to- 


day the arguments made in 
the 1954 anti-McCarthy debate 
to the effect that the senate is 
a continuing body and hence 
can look back into the record 
and punish a senator. 


Can Refuse 


There was a modicum of 


truth in that argument in the 
sense that, under its rules, 
the senate can always refuse 
to admit anyone, no matter if; 
he is legally elected, and sim- 
ply 
bar 
him on personal 


grounds even unrelated to his 
conduct in office. But such a; 
challenge 
under 
the rules1 


must be made before he takes 
the oath of office for a par- 
ticular term. 


It is true, of course, that 


the senate may at any time 
expel a member for any rea- 
son, but this must be by a: 
two-thirds vote. It was well 
known at the time that there 
were not two:thirds of the sen- 
ate who would have voted to 
expel the late Wisconsin sen- 
ator, so his opponents resort- 
ed to the censure tactics. 


Likewise, in examining the 


strategy used by the school of 
thought which believes 
the 


end justifies the means, it is 
worth noting that the effort 
being made this week to cur- 
tail filibusters is based on the 
knowledge that a majority of 
the senate would vote to lim- 
it 
debate, 
but two-thirds 


might not. 


Two-Third* 


Is the senatt « continuing 


body? Unlike the 
house of 


representatives, all of whose 
members go out of office ev- 
ery two years, only one-third 
of the senators conic up for( 
election every two years. This 
means that two-thirds of the 
senate are holdovers after ev- 
ery election. So far as they 
•re concerned, the senate is

Overhaul f he FCC 


John Doerfer, chairman of the Federal 


Communication! commission, rec e n 11 y 
urged radio and television station person- 
nel to editorialize on the air, something 
which has been a matter of controversy al- 
most since the first radio station began 
broadcasting. Actually Doerfer's suggestion 
is part of the FCC's withdrawal from a po- 
sition that was untenable. The various FCC 
decisions on the restrictions of opinion* 
on radio and TV have been unenforceable, 
are consistently ignored and are impossible 
to put into effect. 


The Communications Act of 1934, which 


gave the power of licensing to the FCC 
for stations operating in the "public inter- 
est, convenience and necessity," never out- 
lined exactly what this meant. In 1941 the 
FCC warned that "the broadcaster cannot 
be an advocate," certainly a restriction on 
free speech. A 1943 Supreme Court de- 
cision upholding the right of the FCC to is- 
sue network regulations confused the issue. 
The majority decision, written by Justice 
Frankfurter, declared that "Freedom of 
utterance is abridged to many who wish to 
use the limited facilities of radio . . . Be- 
cause it cannot be used by all, some who 
wish to use it must be denied. But Congress 
did not authorize the commission to choose 
among applicants upon the basis of their 
political, economic or social views, or upon 
any capricious basis . . . The question here 
is simply whether the commission, by an- 
nouncing that it will refuse licenses to per- 
sons who engage in specified network prac- 
tices ... is thereby denying such persons 
the constitutional right of free speech. 
The right of free speech does not include, 
however, the right to use facilities of radio 
without a license ..." 


The matter of who would be denied the 


facilities was up to the FCC, apparently, 
and not station ownership, in 1949 the 
FCC admitted it was all right, after all, for 


* broadcaster to express an opinion or to 
permit one side of * controvenial few* to 
be presented if he then went out and daf 
up a "responsible" person to fit* the op* 
posite view! This strange and wonderful 
application of the First amendment hat 
never been challenged in the courts be- 
cause no station has ever been denied a 
license on the grounds that the nil* wasn't 
followed. But the threat remains. 


s 


Recent exposures of FCC practices and 


alleged scandals indicate that licenses 
have been granted on political grounds 
and capricious bases. The practice of the 
FCC to require broadcasting schedules of 
a composite week to study respective com- 
mercial and public service programs is ri- 
diculous. It attempts to judge a station by 
statistics, ignoring the possibility that a 
more heavily commercial station may pay 
better personnel more money to present 
higher quality programs, and the fact that 
the public is quite uninterested in much of 
what the FCC considers educational. Re- 
garding these matters alone the entire 
structure and status of the FCC should be 
studied and overhauled. 


But the matter of the right to express 


an editorial opinion on the air goes deeper 
than inefficiency, corruption and impracti- 
cality, A newspaper or magazine usually 
has a firm editorial policy and then prints 
letters expressing other viewpoints because 
readers want them and because the other 
side of a controversial issue is welcomed by 
most editors as an acknowledged part of 
American freedom. But when the respon- 
sibility for giving an opposing point of view 
is necessary for presenting one's own, what 
has happened to free speech? It has been 
curtailed to the point of absurdity. The 
right to have an opinion and give it, the 
basis for the free speech part of the First 
amendment, has been lost in the vagueness 
of a bureaucracy's idea of what is in the 
"public interest."

1809, said that the church, three 
miles from the Custis estate, "White House," 
was used during the Civil war to stable 
federal cavalry. "The pulpit, chancel, doors, 
windows, floor, etc., were broken and de- 
stroyed." Lee wrote. "Since the cessation 
of hostilities the neighbors and others have 
in the best way they could restored the 
doors, windows, floor and stoves ..." 


The Truckers Have a Case 


The spokesmen for the Wisconsin Mo- 


tor Carriers association made a persuasive 
case before a legislative committee when 
they asked for some reliel 
I rum what they 


described as unrealislically restrict've pro- 
visions of stale laws regulating their oper- 
ations. 


Perhaps with a shrewd eye to public 


opinion, they refrained from asking for a 
change in the maximum legal load limits 
for the freight trucks. But. they demon- 
strated to some effect that the axle weight 
formula probably ought to be revised. At 
the very least, this ancient method of ap- 
plying the law cries for reexamination. 


These columns from time to time in tho 


last decade have been skeptical of tho 
trucking lobby at Madison and its repre- 
sentations on behalf of the heavy truck 
carriers. While we remain doubtful .about 
the casual dismissal of truck weight as a 
factor in road wear, it is clear that some of 
the "factual" matter on which the legis- 
lature has relied in the past has been im- 
pugned if not totally discredited. Here 
•gain there is a need for an objective reval- 
uation. Is there any reason why the Wis- 
consin highway department, with • budget 
of more than $100 millions a year, cannot 
make its own tests in llm field, M it now 
tests materials and other ek'fncntfl of road 
making and planning? 


The truckers' spokesmen nther plain- 


tively nmrkvd that the political climate 


in Wisconsin has been generally unsympa- 
thetic, and attributed it to the fact that 
there is an incomplete popular understand- 
ing of the role of the truck in the general 
economy and in the average individual's 
life. 


It is perfectly true, of course, that truck 


transport has become in a few short years 
a huge industry — measured in employ- 
ment, gross income and other tests. 


It is not as evident to many of our opin- 


ion makers, in individual roles or in groups, 
thnt the truck is an indispensable compo- 
nent, of today's high general standard of 
living. Hundreds of Wisconsin communities 
today could not exist, off the railroad lines 
•s they arc, without the services of the 
truck. Our commodity distribution system 
would be paralyzed without the cargo vehi- 
cle. It is tnr literal lifeline of the Wiscon- 
sin dairy industry among others. 


All those things are provable. The legis- 


lature owes these men an objective hearing. 
Trucking is entitled to treatment as fair as 
any other economic interest within the 
state. But in * matter involving the welfare 
of a huge industry such as trucking and the 
protection of millions invested in highways, 
the staje should have its own experts ready 
to question if not to challenge the testi- 
mony of lobbyists. The lobbyist can be a 
aourcc of valuable information for legis- 
lator* but the public int«TMt will bt better 
««ro4 when such tentUBony 
by iMpurtkil expert*.
